Chimney Closed by Soot. 
An investigation of the chimney dis- 
closed that some bricks had been placed 
in it to diminish the draft and that 
accumulation of soot had almost closed 
the aperture, preventing the escape of 
the polsonous gas. 
The Twigg-Elosser tragedy, because of 
the romantic circumstances and the 
mystery as to the cause of death, at- 
tracted the attention of the entire coun- 
try. The couple were to have been 
married on New Year’s day. Twigg 
called the night before and he and Miss 
Elosser were in the parlor telking’ over 
the plans for the morrow. After a time 
their voices were hushed and when a 
member of the family looked into the 
room they were found seated side by 
side on the sofa dead. 

Poisoned Kiss Is Theory. 

In the excitement caused by the 
discovery of the presence of the gas 
was not noticed, and among the 
theories suggested was one that a 
“poisoned kiss” had caused death. It 
was based on the supposition that 
‘prussic acid had been administered 
by Trigg to Miss Elosser in this 
manner, without her knowledge. +A 
suggested motive was unpleasant- 
ness which had arisen from the fact 
that Twigg had been engaged to Miss 
May Elosser before he became en- 
gaged to her sister. 
Mrs. Elosser knew that gas some- 
times accumulated in the house and 
offered the gas theory but it re- 
mained for the mishap to the two 
women to demonstrate the correct- 
ness of her theory.

To these sections he said 
he would send emissaries in order to 
bring about order or if necessary troops 
would be dispatched to them to inform 
the people of the Government’s wishes. 
“I wish to restore to Mexico that in- 
terrupted current of riches which is 
her. right,” the President said, ‘‘and to 
bring about such conditions in the coun-

Rebellious Forces Grow. 

Acceptance of the new administration 
has been refused in the states of Coa- 
huila, Sonora and Yucatan, and a part 
of the State of Oaxaca. The Governor 
of Oaxaca is so alarmed by the disturbed 
conditions in the state capital that he 
has asked for reinforcements from Mex- 
ico City. 

Between the Federal capital and the 
port of Vera Cruz also conditions are 
very uncertain. Bodies of Federal troops 
have been sent to the cities of Jalapa 
and Orizaba in the State of Vera Cruz 
to maintain the balance of power.

It is reported that Juan Sanchez Az- 
cona, a private secretary to Madero, 
has been put to death at Puebla. There 
is no confirmation of the report, but it 
is generally believed to be true. Az- 
cona was arrested at Apisaco, when 
fleeing from the capital, and was tak- 
en to Puebla. 

Gen. Felipe Angeles, former Com- 
mander of the army operating at Cuer- 
navaca, and Gen, Beltran, former Com- 
mander of the Federals at Vera Cruz, 
are to be subjected to an inquiry Ly 
the military court. 

Gen. Beltran will be tried for the part 
he played in attacking Vera Cruz last 
fall at the time of the Iill-starred up- 
rising fomented there by Gen. Diaz. He 
is accused of a misuse of the white 
flag in capturing Vera Cruz, and mak- 
ing a prisoner of Gen. Diaz, who later 
was brought to the capital and re- 
mained incarcerated until the recent re- 
volt, which ended in the downfall of 
Madero.

AT CEREMONY FOR 
RED MAN'S STATUE 


With President They Break 
Ground for Great Monument 
to Rise on Staten Island. 





CHIEFTAINS ALL ARE OLD 
Some of Them Fought Against 
Custer, and, All Have 
Seen Battles.

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—Twenty-nine 

fuliblood Indian chiefs from Western 
reservations, bedecked in the regalia 
of their rank, marched stolidly up the 
hill at Fort Wadsworth, Staten Island, 
today with their ‘‘great white father,” 
President Taft, and members of his 
official family. At the crest of the 
hill, the highest point on the Atlantic 
Coast between New York and Florida, 
they formed a silent group as. the 
President upturned a _e spadeful of 
earth, breaking ground for the National 
American Indian Memorial, a _ 60-foot 
bronze statute of an Indian warrior 
which will tower 163 feet above the 
highest elevation around New York 
harbor, a tribute to a vanishing race. 

The guns of the fort began to roar to 
a national salute of 21 guns at the mo- 
ment the President placed his foot on 
the spade. As he stepped back, Chief 
Hollow Horn Bear of the Yankton Sioux 
came forward from. the group and up- 
turned a second bit of earth with the 
thigh bone of a buffalo. That done, 
the Chief replied with a speech to an 
dddress by the President. 

As Hollow Horn Bear’s voice died 
away, the Stars and Stripes were run 
up a great flag pole near by to the 
rhythm of Indian folk songs, sung by 
the chieftains. When it reached the top 
the band broke out with the “‘Star Span- 
gled Banner.” 

The gathering of the Indians markcd 
the last time, perhaps, that so many 
native chiefs will assemble in the East. 
Most of them are between 70 and 80 years 
old. Some of them fought against Custer, 
among these being Chief Hollow Horn 
Bear, who stands 6 feet 4 inches tall, 
and Chief White-Man-Runs-Him, more 
than 70 years old, tall, straight as a 
pine tree and one of the finest specti- 
mens of the Indian alive today. 

White-Man-Runs-Him was chief of 
the Custer scouts. Others were Chiof 
Two Moons, 80, nearly blind and #}- 
most hidden by feathers bespeaking his 
prowess, and Pretty Voice Eagle of the 
Sioux, 70-odd, who carries in his body 
21 bullets picked up in 70 fights and 
skirmishes with Government troops and 
neighboring tribes.

TESTIFIES $20,000 
WAS OFFERED TO 
HIM TO FREE THAW 


Matteawan Insane Asylum Su- 
perintendent Tells of a Mys- 
terious Lawyer. 


“COLD FEET” IN THE CASE 


Inquiry*Into Story an Official 
Took $25,000, Got Scared, 
Returned $20,000.

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 22.—Dr. John 
R. Russell’s assertion, under oath, that 
he was offered $20,000 to release Harry 
Thaw from Matteawan insane asylum, 
of which he (Russell) is superintendent, 
was matched by official recognition of 
the rumor that a State officer actually 
accepted $25,000, got ‘“‘cold feet,’’ held 
out $5000 and returned the balance. 

This startling turn in the Thaw affair 
followed on the story that Alfred 
Henry Lewis is to write magazine 
articles in behalf of Thaw, who, 
he says, he believes is sane. The 
committee appointed by Gov. Sulzer to 
investigate the asylums of the State, 
and of which committee, William 


to the hospital and put him on the grill. 

Russell was questioned about the bank 
accounts of himself and his wife. 
Commissioner John H. Delaney ex- 
plained afterward that the purpose of 
this line of interrogation was to test 
out the charge privately made by Clarke 
to the commission that ‘a certain of- 
ficer had actually received $26,000, got 
“cold feet’? and returned $20,000. 

Clarke’s broadside did not obscure 
the seriousness of the allegation by 
Russell that Clarke was engaged in 
what Russell called a deal to get 
Thaw out of Matteawan through the 
use of Gov.

He said the man was a New York 
lawyer whom he had met two or three 
times at White Plains when Thaw was 
before the court on habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, attempting to obtain libera- 
tion. 

Russell said: “This man called me 
on the telephone late in November and 
I met him by arrangement in front of 
the Grand Union Hotel in New York. 
We went to a hotel up town somewhere 
near the park and there the money was 
offered and I refused it.’’ 

Clarke later said he would name the 
man if Russell failed to do so when 
he is again called to the stand, prob- 
ably on next Monday. Russell ex- 
plained that he relatéd all the facts 
to his superior, State Superintendent of 
Prisons Joseph F. Scott. and also to 
Dr. James V. May, chairman of the 
State Hospital Commission. 

Dr. May testified that he told Gov. 
Sulzer of Clarke’s seeming attempts to 
Hberate Thaw and of the use of the 
Governor’s name in connection with the 
case. 

“Dr. May testified,’”” the Governor 
was told a few minutes later by a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, ‘‘that he in- 
formed you of Clarke's alleged doings 
ten days ago.’’ 

‘“Well,”” replied the Governor, “I 
didn’t think Clarke would do any such 
thing. I told Dr. May that nobody 
had any authority to speak for me.” 

“Did you give Alfred Henry Lewis 
a letter of introduction to Dr. Russell, 
knowing that he intended to confine 
his investigations to talks with Thaw?’ 

“I certainly did not,’’ replied Gov. 
Sulzer. “I thought Mr. Lewis simply 
wanted to look over the institution.’”’

pany a reasonable return on the cap- 
ital actually invested and not on the 
total capitalization which, the report 
says, is far in excess of the actual in- 
vestment. 

The commission says that it probably 
will not be possible to provide a seat 
for each passenger, because many per- 
sons will stand rather than wait for 
another car, but in deciding on the ad- 
ditional service required, it provided an 
additional car for each 50 persons now 
standing. 

‘In recommended the standard of 
service as set forth,” the report states, 
“the commission does not claim that it 
will give seats to all passengers, but 
it does claim that the required service 
will be of a very high standard of com- 
fort to the public and that it is feasible 
as to capacity of track and just as to 
added expense.” 

The recommendation is made that the 
company be permitted ¢o put in addi- 
tional loops in the congested district, 
but holds that the success of this plan 
of facilitating service can be known only 
by: actual trial. 

The use of trailers is considered in 
the report to be a feasible way of in- 
creasing service and the commission 
recommends that the company provide

Counter Charges Made. 

Counter-charges made by Mrs. Salveter 
are that shortly after their marriage she 
and her husband were dining at a New 
York hotel with a married woman guest 
and that Salveter, in his wife’s presence, 
made an improper proposal to the guest. 
On various other occasions he made sim- 
ilar improper suggestions to their guests 
and acquaintances, Mrs. Salveter de- 
clares. 

She makes the allegation Salveter em- 
ployed a detective, in the guise of a 
negro housemaid, to enter their home 
and keep constant watch. His nephew 
also was put in the home to keep Mrs. 
Salveter under surveillance, she says. 

While she and Salveter were in Paris, 
Mrs. Salveter says that she was in- 
duced to accompany her husband to 
questionable resorts and that thereafter, 
she says, he encouraged her and others 
with whom he associated, when gath- 
ered together for social recreation, to 
indulge in unseemly conduct and violate 
the proprieties of life. Thereafter, she 
says, he made such conduct upon her 
part the basis for his divorce. 

She says that the unseemly conduct 
which she alleges the defendant sanc- 
tioned and encouraged, caused some of 
his friends and companions to write 
letters to her containing improper sug- 
gestions. Subsequently, when suffering 
from neurasthenia, she says, she left 
her home, Nov. 9 last, and after that 
her trunk was broken open by the negro 
maid and the letters taken.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22. 
HE suffragists are very mucn 
T concerned today over a sto- 
ry to the effect that college 
boys are organizing to annoy them 
by freeing rats along the line of 
march the day of the parade. 
Ten cents apiece is being paid for 
ordinary rats, and 15 and 20 cents 
for big wharf rats. One youth has 
purchased 18 and painted them 
blue and gray, the Georgetown 
University colors. Each rat ‘is 
carefully imprisoned in a little tin 
box with a sliding door, so that it 
can be let out by touching a trig- 
ger. The demand for rats is 580 
great that negro fishermen on the 
Potomac River have quit fishing 
and gone to trapping rodents. 
Mrs. Taft. wife of President 
Taft, accepted the invitation of the 
suffragists today to occupy a box 
in the grand stand at the Treas- 
ury Building and watch the pro- 
cession march by.

LONDON, Feb. 22.—The suffragette 
outrages have now thoroughly aroused 
public indignation, and the Government 
has been called upon from all over the 
country to adopt drastic ‘measures. 
Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst met with a 


mixed reception at a meeting held last 
night in the Chelaga town hall under 
the auspices of the Women’s Social 
and Political Union. 

When she appeared on the platform 
she was greeted with groans, hisses, 
yells and cheering and only a large 
force of police in the hall prevented 
the hostile section of the audience from 
attacking her. When she left the hall, 
Mrs. Pankhurst twitted the authorities 
or being afraid to take advantage of 
her assumption of responsibility for 
blowing up Lioyd-George’s house and 
send her to jail. | 

She declared again that, short of 
taking human Hfe, the militant suf- 
fragettes intended to do everything pos- 
sible to settle, once for all, the political 
statuw of the women. of this country. 

Threat te Throw Men Into River. 

There have been several minor depre- 
dations within the last 24 hours in- 
cluding the breaking of windows, dis- 
figuring them with diamonds and de- 
struction of some letters in the mall 
boxes. A plan was laid to injure the 
Oxford crew's boat in which they had 
been practicing for the university race, 
but it was discovered in time. It is 
stated at Putney that if the suffrag- 
ettes try any such pranks they will be 
thrown into the river. 

The speeches of Mrs. Pankhurst, her 
gloating over the senseless criminality 
of her followers and Miss Christable’s 
violent incitements from the safe dis- 
tance of Paris, are causing bitter ex- 
asperation. The law officers have not 
yet decided whether Mrs. Pankhurst’s 
Cardiff speech, glorying in bombs and 
incendiarism, . having been delivered 
after the crimes, lays her open to prose- 
ecution, but the Home Secretary seeme 
fully alive to the danger of leaving the 
lrw any longer without a vindication. 

The belief is that the hunger strike 
in prison is the sole reliance of the mili- 
tant suffragettes, and if that could be 
defeated, their campaign soon would col- 
lapse. They reckon that, no matter what 
the length of sentence inflicted, they 
can get out in ten or fourteen days by 
undergoing the discomforts of the bun- 
ger strike. 

Several more ‘were sent to jail for 
six months yesterday for the recent win- 
dow smashing performance, and the 
jurymen who convicted them expressed 
their dissatisfaction with the leniency 
of the sentences. The prisoners all dis- 
played violent hysterical anger, swear- 
ing they would start a hunger strike at 
onee. One threatened the Judge that if 
she died of hunger he would be morally 
responsible. 

Arthur Markham, a Liberal member of 
Parliament, who has protested against 
releasing the hunger strikers, was asked 
what he would do when the suffragettes 
refused food. 

Would Let Them Starve. 

“I should put the food before them and 
if they wouldn’t eat it, let them die,” he 
sald. “Clearly the only verdict a Cor- 
oner’s jury could bring in would be felo 
de se—in plain English, self-murder. If 
they can still obtain release by refusing 
food the law will be defeated and 
brought into ridicule and contempt as it 
has been already."’

ZACH’S ORCHESTRA 
AND BIG BARITONE 
ALIKE SCORE HITS 


Symphony Concert’s Great 
Feature the Byron-Tschaikow- 
sky Study of a Tragic Soul. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
AX ZACH’S men, interpreting 

VI Tschaikowsky’s ‘“‘“Manfred” syni- 

phony for the first time in St. 
Louis, and Earl Cartwright, the bari- 
tone soloist on this week’s ‘program, 
engaged in a fine competition for the 
premiere honors of Friday afternoon's 
Symphony Orchestra concert at the 
Odeon, which will be repeated on Satur- 
day evening. : 

The Tschaikowsky work received a 
truly impressive orchestral treatment. 
It is rich in big dramatic effects, ton¢- 
picturing as it does the vast melancholy 
and ultimate despair of Byron’s soui- 
shaken hero, whose intellectual pride 
and scorn of life’s wearying common- 
places tempts him to a fatal dickering 
with the powers of evil, and these the- 
atrical phases of the score were admir- 
ably developed. 

At one moment intervening to lessen 
the somewhat grandiloquent gloom of 
the Byronic character-study there is a 
very lovely pastorale, the third move- 
ment of the composition, which is so 
vital with sweet song and the naive 
simplicity of Nature in the open fields 
that it becomes a joy to the more 
tranquilly poetic imagination. 

This movement was admirably pre- 
sented by Mr. Zach’s players, the wood- 
winds here finding especial opportunity 
for their best endeavor. 

The closing phase of the big soul- 
picture, enlisting the full tonal volume 
of the orchestra proper, and with Fred- 
erick Fischer in masterful action at 
the great organ, was splendidly accom- 
plished, completing a genuinely not- 
able achievement in what is of neces- 
sity a more or less overstrained ex- 
ample of temperamental tone-drawing. 
It was here that the audience gave 
full expression to its approval of the 
work, so fervently applauding as final- 
ly to bring the entire orchestra to its 
feet at a signal from Conductor Zach, 
a happening not as frequent as it 
should be in the case of-the home or- 
ganization. 

Baritone Cartwright scored instantly 
with his first program number, ihe 
aria, “‘O, Promise of Joy Divine!” from 
Massenét’s “Le, Roi de Lahore.” He 
revealed a finely masculine and melodi- 
ous voicé, memorably well handled, and 
a sense of drama that added much, to 
the value of his work. 

The good impression thus created was 
more than maintained in his second 
number, the sonorously reverent ‘Glo- 
ria a Te” of Buzzi-Peccia, and, addi- 
tionally, the encore numbers granted 
by the singer, Georg Henschel’s ‘‘Mor- 
genhymne” and Speaks’ ‘Morning 
Song,” proved uncommonly satisfying. 
Dukas’ ‘picturesquely fantastic ‘‘Sor- 
cerer’s Apprentice” scherzo, based on 
Goethe’s ballad, was skillfully presented 
by the orchestra, which also distin- 
guished itself by a masterful interpre. 
tation of Coleridge-Taylor’s richly bar- 
baric ‘“‘Bamboula’’ rhapsodic dance, 
thrilled with weird African melody and 
the savage. wildness inseparable from 
such a theme.

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WILD JUSTICE. 


T is not altogether agreeable te com- 
plain of literary inconsistency that 
is prompted by regard for the mari- 

tal relation and the wholesome restraint 
that convention imposes; but when re- 
gard for these things produces a weak 
and unconvincing ending of an other- 
wise strong and compelling story, com- 
plaint must be made. 

Through 19 chapters of Frances Clare’s 
novel, ‘“‘Wild Justice,” -a man and @ 
woman are swept with inexorable logic 
and courageots candor toward an un- 
conventional climax, which the art of 
the Author prepares the reader: to 
measurably condone, but in the twenti- 
Oe dui under inadequate suasion, 
they swerve and go their separate ways. 

The man is Antony Bellairs, unhappily 
married to a chill nonentity to whom he 
had turned when Lady Christobel Cheil, 
with whom he had had an affair, re- 
fused to leave her husband and go with 
him, not because she had moral scruples 
but because she reasoned that such 4 
course would ruin both of them. His 
wife had contrived to have the bequest 
of an estate conditioned on his with- 
drawal from the political career upon 
which he had entered and he had set- 
tled down to the distasteful role of @ 
country lord. After five years of this 
he had gone to London on a vacation 
and had resumed an unsentimental ac- 
quaintance with Paula Markham. 
Paula Markham, following the death of 
her father and a surrender of herself to 
Geoffrey Mendes, who broke his prom- 
ise to marry her, had pulled herself to- 
gether and made good in journalism. 
Duing the weeks of Bellairs’ stay in 
London, Paula is wooed diffidently by 
Tommy Wentworth, a rather inconse- 
quential friend of Bellairs, and is dis- 
posed to accept him, although only fond 
of him after a fashion, if ne wants her 
after she has revealed the Mendes chap- 
ter of her past to him, but in the “big 
scene,” when Mendes threatens her 
with revelations and she takes his 
weapon from him and makes the revel- 
ation herself to Bellairs and Went- 
worth, Tommy crumples and goes away, 
Bellairs, who has come to love Paula, 
effaces himself until Wentworth fails 
her when she needs him. Then he avows 
himself and Paula admits her reciproca- 
tion. He proposes that they go away 
together, which would not be moral, but 
would be logical. Although neither is 
greatly hampered by regard for conven- 
tionality in morals and each professes 
to be “free,”’ they do not go away. 
Paula dissuades him by dispassionately 
reminding him of obligations that are 
galling to him and that he had made 
ready to repudiate and he, with a weak- 
ness out of all keeping with his char- 
acter, as up to that time portrayed, ac- 
quiesces and goes back to his wife. 
It is a great gain for morality in a 
quarter where the reader has not been 
prepared to look for that sort of mo- 
rality. The characters of the man aad 
woman, when the best is said, and the 
circumstances in which they are placed, 
presuppose their treading the easiest 
way rather than the way which the 
world says is right. But the author, 
consistent. to a rather daring degree up 
to the last chapter, seems to have 
lacked the courage to preserve con- 
sistency to the end, It is well that 
the conventions are saved, but Paula 
Markbam is not the sort of girl to 
make the sort of argument that she 
make’ and Antony Bellairs is not tae 
sort of man to be dissuaded by the sort 
of argument that she makes, and -he 
two are not the sort to forego the only 
kind of happiness within their reach out 
of deference to obligations that they 
would regard as dubious. 

The conservation of the family, ac- 
complished by the renunciation, appeals 
to the reader only in the abstract, as 
no sympathy is sought by the author 
for the wife, nor even for the child, 
for whom Bellairs has no affection. Ab- 
stract conventionality is served at the 
expense of literary consistency. 
Whether or not one approves of che 
collapse of consistency and the prof- 
fering of an adventitious moral awak- 
ening in its stead, the story is un- 
unusually interesting and should take 
its place well up among the sex prob- 
lem stories of the year. (Duffield.) 





“THE LOST MILLION.”

DE VERE STACPOOLE has 
Hj novelized a great variety of 
®topics, covering the geography 
of the globe and the  nethermost 
abysses of history, and his stories have 
never failed to be coated thickly with 
local color and atmosphere. But for 
his genius in getting these striking 
features into it, “The Street of the 
Flute Player,” his latest book, would 
be dreary fiction. 

There is evidence in every line that 
he has worked overtime in investigating 
the Athenians and their history to get 
the proper setting for his novel which 
treats of the day when Greece was in 
her glory. He found so much that was 
interesting that he has tried to put it 
all in the story, the result being that 
he rambles and flounders through a 
maze of historical detail that is wholly 
out of proportion to the incident of 
the story. | 

It all concerns Diomed, who is guilty 
of the folly of being wise bevond his 
time. All Athenians knew that the 
sun and moon were living deities, 
whereas Diomed had the audacity to 
defy fate by asserting that the sun 
was a mass of fire and the moon a 
cead world, a belief that was sacrilege, 
punishable by death. What happened 
to Diomed because of his agnosticism 
furnishes the incident. 

As a word picture, indeed, a _ prose 
poem of Athens in its heyday, the read- 
er will find Stacpoole at his very best: 
as a story teller, less interesting than 
he has ever been before. (Duffleld.) 


“KING JOHN OF JINGALO.” 
INE comic opera title, this, and the 
fF theme and treatment are _ remi- 
niscent of the audacious thrusts at 
conventionalities that Gilbert and Sul- 
livan employed so brillianty. However, 
this is not a comic opera, but a very 
diverting novel, that mercilessly satir- 
izes English politics of today, though 
the scene is laid in the Kingdom of 
Jingalo. Some knowledge of the mod- 
ern British theory of government is 
necessary to its full enjoyment, but the 
well-informed newspaper reader will 
have enough of this. 

King John starts out by being the 
usual social and official automaton that 
British kings of today are supposed 
to be, doing blindly and without consid- 
eration of consequences ev@rything their 
ministers tell them to do.

In “An Unorthodox 
Conception of Being—A Synthetic Phil- 
osophy on Ontology,” William § Ells- 
worth Hermance has no limits on his 
genius for unorthodox explanation in 
science, religion and philosophy. He 
tests his ‘‘range-finder’’ in science hy 
use against the Madame Curie Schoo! 
of omniscientists. In religion, while 
professing unorthodoxy with great fla- 
grancy, he exectites a flank movement 
and takes up position in the rear of the 
modern school of orthodox theologtans 
who are attempting to ignore or elimi- 
nate the devil as an antiquated myth. 
He devotes an entire chapter to put- 


ern scientific basis for their benefit, so 
that they will be obliged to consider 
him as a necessary factor in = reliz- 
fous, scientific or rational explanation 
of things as they are. Taking his own 
stand on the consciousness and volition 
of the single atom, he gets all he can 
of everything he can think about into 
the limits of his work. Among things 
now in existence or hereafter to be, he 
deals with subjects as apparently dis- 
connected as memory, magnetism, light, 
sound, the trusts and the ideally elas- 
tic currency. If classed at all, he might 
be classed as a Positivist, a Unitarian 
and a Bantheist, but it is part of his 
purpose t» defy classification. He suc- 
ceeds in this as well as he does in his 
aggressively exasperating use of the 
English language. In carrying out his 
determination to think for himself on 
his own authority, he still follows Sir 
Walter Raleigh’s prescription: 


‘Go, soul the body’s guest, 

Upon a thankless arrant; 

‘Fear not to touck the best: 

The truth shall be thy warrant.” 


But in trying to answer Pilate’s quce- 
tion, “What is Truth?’ he does not 
make his most notable success in try- 
ing to extract it from the ultimate elec- 
tron, or atom. Perhaps his most nota- 
ble success is his chapter on the Devil 
as scientifically, religiously and philo- 
sophically a necessary factor in the 
Ontology of the things he has thought 
about.

Joseph Bruno Finds Way to |n- 
crease Inheritance From 
Elopement Bride. 


Joseph Bruno, who was cut off from 
the $30,000 estate of his wife with a 
bequest of onjy $5000, has elected to 
take a child’s share of tle property, 
which will increase his proportion to 
about $10,000, as there are two children, 
according to his attorney, Edward For- 
istel. 

Mrs. Bruno was Mrs. Marie Meier- 
hoff before her elopement Nov. 12, 1%, 
with Bruno, who conducted a tailor 
shop at that time. She died Jan. 13, 
1913, at her residence, 7203 Michigen 
avenue. 

Mrs. Bruno was the mother of two 
children, Marie and Nicholas Eckerle, 
by her previous marriage to Nicholas 
Eckerle, a wealthy brewer. Her son 
has three children and to these grand- 
children, as well as to her own son 
and daughter, Mrs. Bruno willed equal 
proportions of the remainder of the 
estate. 

Under the Missouri law, according te 
Attorney Foristel, a husband has the 
alternative of accepting whatever lis 
wife shall will to him or of electing to 
take a child’s share: In the event that 
Bruno obtains a child’s share of ‘he 
estate it will give him about $10,0%, 
leaving the remaining $20,000 to be di- 
vided proportionately among the other 
heirs,. according to the terms Of the 
will. 

Bruno and Mrs. Melerhoff astonished 
their friends when they eloped to Belle- 
ville in an automobile and were mar- 
ried. 

Bruno was in the talloring business at 
the time of his marriage. His shop was 
located near 8500 South Broadway. 

Bruno declined to discuss his finan- 
cial affairs Saturday, further than to 
say that the $11,000 residence where he 
lives was presented to him by his wife 
and is not a part of the estate.

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MPCOLLOCH HOUSE: 
LANDMARK IN THE 
COUNTY. IS BURNED 


Mansion in Which Banker Was 
Killed by Burglars Was Built 
Like a Ship. 





The old McColloch mansion, on the 
Florissant road, a mile and a half south 
of Ferguson, and one of the landmarks 
of St. Louis County, was burned to the 
ground, together with all its outbuild- 
‘ngs, early Saturday morning. The ten- 
ants, €@ man named Rollins and his wife, 
narrowly escaped and saved nothing. 

The 10-room frame house stood on an 
elevation and as it burned the flames 
illuminated the surrounding country for 
miles. The fire whistle at Ferguson was 
sounded, but those who went to the fire 
could do nothing. It is not known how 
the fire started. 

The house was built 55 years ago by a 
retired sea captain, who had it conform 
as nearly as possible in outward appear- 
ance and interior arrangement to an 
ocean vessel. It was purchased about 
40 years ago by Benjamin McCulloch, 
who lived there with his family for 2 
years. 

McColloch was a bank cashier in St. 
Louis. He was murdered by burglars 





in the house which burned Saturday. 
Large rewards were offered, but ithe 
murderers were never apprehended. 
After his death the family moved to Fer- 
guson and tenants have occupied the 
house since that time. 


STONEHENGE TO BE KEPT 
FROM RUDE AMERICANS 


Historic Relic, Part of Estate to 
Be Sold, May Go to British 
Government. 

LONDON, Feb. 22.—One of England’s 
most famous archaeological relics is 
Stonehenge, included in the Asbury es- 
tate belonging to Sir Edmund Antrobus, 
which is to be sold shortly by private 
contract. It is a condition of the sale, 
however, that the historic ruins shall be 
preserved to the nation, this stipulation 
effectively disposing of the oft-repeated 
rumors that American dollars were go- 
ing to secure Stonehenge for the United 

States. 

Efforts are being made to induce the 
War Department, which owns a large 
portion of Salisbury Plain, to purchase 
that part of the estate which includes 
Stonehenge and which adjoins the mili- 
tary training grounds. The Government 
is said to be considering the proposal.

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SCHOOL BOARD SUBJECT TO LAW. 

Judge Miller’s action, in deciding that the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education must stand trial 
for their defiance of the law with regard to fire 
escapes on school buildings, vindicates the de- 
mand made by the Post-Dispatch on Nov. 22, 1912. 
After calling attention in its news and editorial 
columns to the fact that the Building Commis- 
sioner had pronounced eight of the school build- 
ings firetraps, and thét the board had refused to 
comply with the law, its attorney, Mr. Grossman, 
claiming that it was not amenable to law in this 
respect, the Post-Dispatch said: 

‘““School directors whose judgment or sense 
of responsibility falls short of the standard 
required in so vital a matter should be forced 
to do their duty, or suffer the penalty, before 
the community has suffered the consequences 
of their mistakes. ’’ 

It was a foregone conclusion that Judge Miller 
should differ with Attorney Grossman as to the 
board being above the law. If the President of 
the United States, Supreme Court Judges, Con- 
gressmen, State executives and all other Govern- 
ment officials are amenable to law, what power 
can exempt the St. Louis Board of Education? 
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Was that wonderful glass mosaic drop curtain 
in the National Theater at the City of Mexico 
cracked? 
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LOCAL UTILITY COMMISSION. 
Before the bill creating a State Public Utilities 
Commission is passed, its precise effect on the 
status of existing municipal Public Service Com- 
missions should be ascertained beyond possibility 
of doubt. 

St. Loulsans who have examined the measure 
say that the text of the bill doeg not and cannot 
affect the right of municipalities to maintain a 
board to institute inquiries and determine issues 
of fact relating to franchised utilities within 
their jurisdiction. A contrary opinion is reported 
from Jefferson City. 

One effect which the measure in its present form 
seems unquestionably to have is to repeal the sec- 
tion of the Cooper enabling act under which the 
St. Louls Public Service Commission has exer- 
cised authority, on the issue of subpenas in its 
own name, to send for persons and papers. This 
would compel the commission to fall back on the 
power vested in the Municipal Assembly and its 
committees to. summon and examine witnesses. 
It would be a circuitous and inconvenient method. 
It might lead to awkward and unnecessary compli- 
cations.

Transit Improvements. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In regard to the different opinions of the 8. F. 
E. P. League and some ex-conductors and motor- 
men, the writer thinks St. Louis is long overdue 
for a subway, owned and operated by ‘the city and 
the surface cars as well, as transfers could be 
given from one to the other. Then the cars would 
be run where they are needed. As it is now, 
some territories have several lines, while others, 
where they are badly needed, have none. For 
instance, going west, Hodiamont, Page and Wells- 
ton, or going south, the Fourth, Park, Compton, 
practically terminate at the same place respect- 
ively; so do the Vandeventer, Jefferson, Cherokee 
and Fighteenth at the North End: while othér 
neighborhoods with several thousand people, have 
no service; for instance, Tower Grove Heights or 
Walnut Park. Neither can a passenger go from 
one of these points, say from 3800 Potomac, to 
Walnut Park, or to 8400 South Broadway, for one 
5-cent fare, all within the city Mmits. The car 
service could be greatly improved by having more 
direct lines, and extended lines so the people 
could live in more different localities, including the 
suburbs. For instance, run the Taylor line over 
King’s Highway, as far as the Cherokee line, and 
the Compton line south on Grand from Shenan- 
doah to Arsenal, then west to about 38900, then 
south to Gravois; also north on Compton to 
Washington. This would greatly relieve the 
Grand avenue line, which should turn southwest 
instead of east at Meramec street. It also should 
be extended to Broadway at the north end. The 
Bellefontaine should be extended to Walnut Park. 
the Lee to Jennings, the Natural Bridge to Fer- 
guson, the University-Olive to Clayton, the Mar- 
ket to Kirkwood, the Hamilton to Manchester av- 
enue on the south and along Goodfellow to the 
north of Easton; the Fourth west of Grand, the 
Tower Grove southwest of the present terminus 
about two miles, the Seventh to Morganford road.

THE COLOR OF THE RACES. 
From Harper's Weekly. 

Bergfeld, the German investigator, 
holds the view that the pigmentation of 
the races is due to feeding. He points 
out that in the animal world color {& 
often determined by food, and he cone. 
tends that by chemical process the-same 
resuits are shown in the different hu- 
man races. According to this theory, the 
original man was black, since his chief 
diet must have been vegetarian. Fruit 
and vegetables contain manganates that 
ally themselves with iron, constituting 
a ‘‘dark brown combination."® Bergfeld 
states that negroes who-add meat and 
milk to their vegetable fare are never 
as dark as those negroes who eat only 
vegetables. 

Indians are red, it appears, because 
they have absorbed for generations 
haemoglobin, the red substance in the 
blood of animals killed for food. 

Mongols are yellow by reason of the 
fact that they are descended from dark 
fruit-eating races who penetrated into 
the plains of Asia, became shepherds, 
and lived to a great extent on milk, 
which contains chlorine, and has a 
bleaching effect. 

The Caucasians were another branch 
who became still whiter by adding salt 
to their dietary.

News Is Negative.

NEW WORK, Feb. 22.—The Evening 
Post, ints copyrighted financial re- 

view toda Says: 

“All finaffetial and commercial mar- 
kets in this country, as well as the 
banks, were closed for the national holl- 


day. European stock exchanges pre 
sented a somewhat more favorable as- 
pect, notwithstanding the reports of 
business difficulties on the Continent. 
American securities were reported as 
slightly above parity on the London 
Stock Exchange. 

“Yesterday’s New York bank state- 
ment, on the one hand, explained the 
easier money market of the week, and 
on the other hand rendered it less easy 
to explain. 

“The $29,000,000 reduction in the loan 
account could scarcely have resulted 
altogether from this week’s liquidation 
on the Stock Exchange—which, after 
all, has been of no violent character in 
the more important securities. 

Shifting of Loans. 

“So far as regards ‘shifting’ of loans 
to outside markets, it is true that New 
York discount rates are now on a par 
with London’s, and higher than those of 
Paris; but the Wall street call money 
market, which usually measures in- 
ducements for such transfer of stand- 
ing credits, ends the week well below 
rates on any European money market. 

“Yet the fact that loan reduction: in 
the actual week-end bank return was 
very much larger than in the statement 
by daily averages, would indicate that 
the process was going on more vigor- 
ously towards the end of the week. 

“The main fact of the position never- 
theless remains, that the fall in sur- 
plus reserves has been checked, for the 
time, for any rate. That surplus is 
still so low, however, as to raise the 
question whether our export of gold 
can be expected to continue at its 
present rate.’’
